Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1973. 
Population 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
16,280  which  is  an  increase  of  40  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 


The  number  of  births  was  164  which  was  a  decrease  of  6  from  that  of  the 
previous  year  and  the  crude  birth  rate  was  accordingly  10.1,  this  becomes  9.6 
after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General's  Comparability  Factor  and  was  lower  than 
that  of  13.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

There  were  no  stillbirths  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate  was  accordingly 
nil,  compared  v/ith  12.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

There  was  one  infant  death  (1M.)  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was 
accordingly  6.0  and  was  lower  than  that  of  17.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths  and  infant 
deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and  atalectasis,  birth 
injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  chief  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia 
of  pregnancy . 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  due  to  pregnancy,  childbirth 
and  abortion  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  200  (80M.  120F. )  and  the 
crude  death  rate  was  12.3;  this  comparatively  high  rate  was  due  to  the  naturally 
higher  mortality  in  Hothfield  Hospital  which  accommodates  chronic  sick  patients 
and  from  which  deaths  are  assigned  to  the  District  when  patients  have  been 
resident  for  more  than  six  months.  The  Registrar  General's  Comparability  Factor 
which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution 
takes  this  into  account  and  the  adjusted  rate  was  8.7  which  was  lower  than  that 
of  12.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  majority  of  the  deaths  were  from  natural  causes  amongst  the  aged, 
namely  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System 
of  which  there  were  98  out  of  a  total  of  200  deaths. 
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Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  (Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Coronary  Atheroma)  was  the 
cause  of  45  of  those  deaths.  These  were  in  the  following-  age-groups : - 
1  between  45-54,  7  between  55-64,  11  between  65  -  74  and  26  over  75  years. 

The  great  majority  of  deaths  were  over  65  years,  those  in  the  age  group  over 
75  years  having  been  the  highest.  Although  these  figures  are  small  for  any  valid 
inference,  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  deaths  were  in  old  age  conforms  with  the 
usual  pattern  and  would  seem  to  indicate  that  it  is  primarily  a  degenerative 
or  senile  disease. 

Coronary  Atheroma  of  the  Heart  is  not  an  uncommon  cause  of  death,  often 
unsuspect  in  life,  as  revealed  by  post-mortem  examination. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest  cause  of 
deaths,  34  having’  been  registered  in  the  following  age-groups:-  1  between  35  -  44, 
7  between  55-64,  12  between  65  -  74  and  14  over  75  years  of  age. 

The  mortality  increases  with  old  age,  pari  passu  with  the  fact  that  medical  advice 
is  commonly  sought  too  late. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  13  (11  M.  2  F.)  of  those  deaths  in  the 
following  age-groups : -  2  between  55  -  64,  7  between  65  -  74  and  4  over  75  years. 
Generally,  the  majority  of  deaths  from  Cancer,  and  the  fact  that  the  ratio  of 
deaths  predominates  in  males,  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  inhalation  of 
tobacco  smoke  is  a  precipitating  factor  amongst  those  who  are  predisposed. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  caused  4  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups:- 
1  between  35-44,  1  between  55  -  64  and  2  over  75  years  of  age.  Having  regard 

to  the  fact, that  the  disease  is  insidious,  Cancer  of  the  Breast  in  comparison  with 
other  forms  of  Cancer,  is  not  difficult  to  diagnose  and  it  is  reasonable  to  assume 
that  the  patients,  many  of  whom  are  in  early  age-groups,  seek  medical  advice 
too  late. 

Cancer  of  the  Stomach  caused  2  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups:- 
1  between  65  -  74  and  1  over  75  years. 

The  other  causes  of  deaths  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  exceptional, 
mortality . 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  Infectious  Disease.

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Measles 


Measles  is  still  endemic  and  prevalent  although  vaccination  is  an  inhibiting 
factor  in  the  prevention  of  larger  outbreaks;  the  serious  complications  of 
former  years  are  now  relatively  infrequent  and  when  they  do  occur  are  usually 
treated  successfully  by  specific  anti-biotics . 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  one  case  was  notified  during  the  year.  In  former  years  outbreaks  of 
this  distressful  children’s  disease  were  common  and  there  was  a  large  number 
of  deaths  chiefly  due  to  Broncho-pneumonia  amongst  infants. 

Tuber  c.  ulosis 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  Respiratory  or  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
notified  during  the  year.  New  cases  amongst  youth  are  uncommon  to-day  compared 
with  the  relatively  larger  numbers  of  previous  decades  and  is  a  reflection  of 
the  valuable  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  and  Mass  Radiography  Services,  including 
B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Food  Poisoning 


Cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  are  still  required  to  be  notified. 
There  was  one  isolated  case  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 

This  fact  is  an  excellent  tribute  to  the  invaluable  routine  preventive  work  in 
Food  Hygiene  carried  through  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

Infective  Jaundice 


There  were  no  cases  of  Infective  Jaundice  notified  during  the  year. 
Outbreaks  are  rare  due  chiefly  to  the  generally  higher  standards  of  hygiene 
today. 

Inf  i.uenza 

Fortunately,  there  was  no  outbreak  of  this  dangerous  infection  during 
the  winter  months. 

A  new  era  in  t he  history  of  the  prevalence  of  serious  Infectious  Diseases 
has  been  reached,  in  prevention  and  treatment.  For  example,  the  remarkable 
advance  in  this  Century  of  medical  science,  with  emphasis  on  the  last  40  years, 
has  prevented  by  vaccination  and  immunisation  lethal  and  disabling  infections 
such  as  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  and  recently  Measles  and 
German  Measles  and  by  treatment  with  specific  Anti-biotics  and  Sulpha  drugs, 
diseases  caused  by  bacteria  such  as  Acute  Meningitis,  the  Pneumonias,  Puerperal 
Sepsis,  Scarlet  Fever,  Erysipelas,  Typhoid,  Paratyphoid  Fevers,  and  Food 
Poisoning  etc. 

Influenza,  which  is  still  epidemic  in  the  winter  months  is  by  and  large 
the  most  dangerous  infection  and  it  is  still  equivocal  whether  vaccination  is 
preventive,  unless  a  vaccine  specific  to  the  strain  which  is  likely  to  become 
epidemic  is  prepared  in  time  before  the  epidemic  occurs. 

All  virus  infections  per  se  do  not  respond  to  treatment  by  the  Anti¬ 
biotics  or  sulpha  drugs,  but  fortunately  serious  complications  caused  by 
bacteria  usually  respond  successfully  to  treatment. 
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Vaccination  against  the  virus  of  Measles  has  recently  been  introduced,  and 
it  is  expected  that  the  biennial  outbreaks  which  occur  will  be  eventually 
controlled.  Vaccination  is  available  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  from  the 
Family  Doctor. 

Vaccination  against  German  Measles  has  also  been  recently  introduced  for 
girls  aged  about  11-14  years  which  would  prevent  congenital  malformations 
amongst  babies  whose  mothers  might  suffer  from  this  infection  during  the  early 
months  of  pregnancy. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  was  discontinued  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  on 
the  30t,h  July,  1971  as  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  consider 
mass  vaccination  of  the  child  population  to  be  unnecessary. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  was 
very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  I  would  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  and  support  of  the  Department  and  also 
the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  very  efficient  service.

I  beg  to  submit  my  22nd  and  last  annual  report  of  the 
environmental  circumstances  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1973. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year  which  augered 
well  for  the  smooth  running  of  the  Department. 

The  f orthcoming  amalgamation  of  the  Councils  comprising 
District  13  has  kept  everyone  busy  with  ra.ee 1 5. ngs  and  the  need  to 
adjust  the  varying  systems  to  form  an  integrated  and  unified 
approach  to  assist  the  new  Chief  Officer  of  the  Environmental 
Section  of  the  Ashford  District  Council. 


Some  trouble  was  experienced,  from  noise  occasioned  by  the 
use  of  warehouses  by  a  wholesale  bakery  as  a  transfer  depot. 


Grant  aid  has  progressed  at  the  same  high  level  as  heretofore 
but  with  the  latest  circular  from  the  Ministry,  the  Council  has 
taken  a  more  searching  littitude  into  each  application.  Houses  for 
sale,  second  homes  and  properties  with  high  rateable  values  are 
refused  grant  aid. 


All  facets  of  the  Public  Health  Department  have  been 
pursued  with  speed  and  care.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  mains  supply  for  the  district  is  distributed  by  the 
Mid-Kent  Water  Company.  Collection  is  from  the  North  Downs  at 
Charing  by  means  of  artesian  wells  and  is  stored  in  high  level 
reservoir  tanks  and  distributed  by  gravity.  The  water  is  not 
plumbi  solvent.

The  first  slaughterhouse  has  been  taken  over  by  a  large
